At the Weſt End of this ſhrine of St.CUTH- 8 
BERT was a little Altar adjoined to it for Maſs

Convent did keep open Houſhold in the Fra- 
ter-houſc, and dined alrogether on that Day, 
and on no Day elie in the Year: And at this 
Feaſt, and certain other Feſtival Days, in Time 
of Divine Service,they were accuſtomed to draw 
up the Cover of St. CUTHBER T's Shrine be- 
ing of Wainſcot, whereunto was faſtened unto 
every Corner of the ſaid Cover to a Loop ot I- 
ron, a very ſtrong Cord, which Cords were ald 
faſtened together at the End, over the midſt 
of the Corer ; and a ſtrong Rope was faſten d 
unto the Loops or binding of the ſaid Cords 3 
which Roe did run up and down in a Pulley 
ulcer the Vault, over St, CUTHBER T's Fe* 
re- 
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noſt fetory, for the drawing up of the Cover of St. 
een CUT HBERT's Shrine; and the ſaid Rope 
ring vas faſtened unto a Loop of Iron, to the North 
the Pillar of the Feretory, having fix very fine ſoun- 
on ding Silver Bells faſten'd to the taid Rope ; 
imei which, at the drawing up of the Cover, made 
sto ſuch a goodly Sound that it ſtir'd all the Peo-

Within this Feretory of St. CUTHBERT 
were many fine little Pictures of ſeveral Saints o 
Imagery Work, all being of Alabaſter ſet 1 
the French Pierre in their ſeveral Places, the 
Pictures being curiouſly engraven and gilt; and 
the Nevil's Croſs and Bull's Head ſet upon the 
Height ; and on either fide of the two Doors in 
the French Pierre, and alſo in divers other Pla 
ces of the French Pierre befides ; which Fereto- 
ry and French Pierre, were made at the Charges

 CUTHBER T's Feretory, is all of French 
Pierre curiouſly wrought, both on the outfide o 
and the infide, with fair Images of Alabaſter.. Sin 
and gilt; being called in the ancient Hiſtory, hol. 
the Lardoſe. The ſaid curious Workmanſhip , the 
of French Pierre or Lardoſe, reaching in height, han 
almoſt to the middle Vault, and containing the of 
breadth of the Quire in length. In the midſt 
whereof, right over the High Altar, were ar 
tificially placed, in very fine Alabaſter, the fi- 
cure of our Lady ftanding in the midſt, and. 
the Picture of St. Cuthbert on One Side, and 
the Picture of St. Oſwald on the other, all rich- 
Iy gilt. And at either End of the ſaid Altar was 
a Wand of Iron faſten'd- in the Wall, whereon 
did hang Curtains or Hangings of white Silk , 
daily. The daily Ornaments that were hung 
Both before the Altar, and above, were of ko. | 
Velvet, with great Flowers of Gold, in em- 
broider'd Work, with many Pictures beſides, 
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very finely gilt: But the Ornaments for the 
principal Feaſt, the Aſſumption of our Lady, 
ere all of white Damask,all beſet with Pearls 
and precious Stones, which made the Orna- 
ments more glorious to behold. 
Within the ſaid Quire, over the High Al- 
tar did hang a rich and moſt ſumptuous Cano- 
py for the bleſſed Sacrament to hang within 
3t, which had two Irons faſten'd in the French 
Pierre very finely gilt, which held the 3 
& over the midſt of the ſaid High Altar that the 
pix did hang in, that it could not move nor 
W ſtir ; whereon did ſtand a Pelican all of Silver, 
Fupon the Height of the ſaid Canopp, very fine- 
© 1y gilt, giving her Blood to her young Ones, in 
Token that Chriſt did give his Blood for the 
Sins of the World; and it was goodly to be- 
hold for the Bleſſed Sacrament to hang in. And 
the Pix wherein the Bleſſed Sacrament did 
hang, was of moſt pure Gold, curiouſly wrought 
of Goldſmith's Work; and the white Cloth 
that hung over the Pix was of very fine Lawn 
all embroider'd and wrought about with Gold 
and red Silk; and four great round Knobs of 
Gold curiouſly wrought, with great Taſſels of 
Gold and red Silk hung at them, and the four 
Corners of the white Lawn Cloth; and the 
Crook that hung within the Cloth, that the 
Pix did hang upon was of Gold; and the 
Cord that did draw it up and down wag 
ade of fine ſtrong white Silk. And when 
ne Monks went to fay or fing high Maſs,they 
Put on their Veſtments in the Reveſtry, and | 
oth the Epiſteller and Goſpeller were alway: \ 
eveſted in the ſame Place: And when the | 
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Office of the Maſs began to be ſung the Epi- 
{tiller came forth of the Reveſtry, and the o- 
ther two Monks following him, all three in a 
Row at the South Quire-docr, and there did | 
ſtand till the Gloria Patri or the Office of the 
Mais began to be ſung : and then with great 
"Reverence and Devotion, they went all up to 
the Altar; and one of the Vergers that kept 
the Reveſtry did go before them, with a large 
Tip ſtaff in his Hand, as it was his Office 10 
to do, bowing themſelves moſt reverently to 
the bleſſed Sacrament of the Altar; the One on 
the One Side of him that faid Mais; and the 
other on the other. Alſo the Goſpeller did MR 
carry a marvellous fair Book, which bad the 
Epiſtles and Goſpels in it, and did lay it on 
the Altar; which Book had on the outfide of 
the Covering the Picture of our Saviour Chriſt, Þ 
all of Silver, of Goldimiths Work, all Parcel- 8 
gilt, very fine to behold ; which Book did ferve W 
for the Pax in the Mais. The Epiſtler when 
he had ſung the Epiſtle, did lay the Book a- 
gain upon the Altar; and aiterwards when the 
Goſpel was ſung, the Goſpeller did lay it 
down upon the Altar Iikewite, until the Mats 
was done; Maſs being ended, they went all three 
into the Kexeſtry, from whence they came and 
carried the Book with them; and one of the 
Vergers meeting them at the South Quire 
Door, after the ſame Sort they came, and 
went before them into the Reveſtry. 1 
Allo there was pertaining to the High Alta: 
two goodly Chalices, One was of Gold, the o- 
ther of Silver double gilt, and the Foot of it

Pays, and other two of Silver ungilt tor every 
Day to carry Frankincenſe in; and two Silver 


Cardleſticks double gilt for Two Tapers, very 


finely wrought, of three Quarters height, to 
be taken in ſunder with Wreſts; and other 2 
Silver Candleſticks for every Days Service par- 
cel-gilt, with goodly rich and jumptuous Fur- 
niture for every Feſtival Day of changeable 
Suits. Divers of the Veſtments were ſet round a- 


bout with Pearls, both Stoles and Flannels. There 


were alto other very rich and coſtly Jewels and 


Ornaments pertaining to the ſaid high Altar. 

There were allo two Crofles to be born, on 
principal Days for Proceſſion ; One all of 
Gold, and the Staff it ſtood in was of Silver, of 
Goldſmith's Work, very curiouſly and finely 
wrought, and double gilt. The other Croſs was 
of Silver, double gilt, and the Staff was of Wood 
of the ſame Workmanſhip and double gilt : 
Alio there was another Croſs of Chryſtal that 
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ſerved for every Day in the Week. There wag

Of DURHAM Azzey 3 
Forreſt, nigh Edinburgh up»n Holy Rood 
Day, commonly called the Exaltation of the 
Holy Croſs ; the {aid King ſeparated from 
his Nobles and Company, ſuddenly there ap- 
peared unto him, as it feemed, a moſt fair 
Hart, running towards him, in a full and 
ſpeedy Courte, which fo affrighted the King's 
Horte, that he violently couried away, whom 
the Hart ſo fiercely and ſwiftly followed, 
that he bare forcibly both the King and his 
Horſe to the Ground; who being much diſ- 
may'd caſt back his Hands betwixt the Tines 
of the Hart to ſtay himfelt, and then, and 
there the {aid Croſs ſlipped into the King's 
Hands moſt ſtrangely and wonderfully; at 
the View whereof the Hart immediately va- 
niſned away, and was never after feen, no 
Man knowing certainly what Mettal or Wood 
the ſaid Croſs was made of. In the place 
where this Miracle was ſo wrought, now 
Springs a Fountain, called the Rood Well. 
The Night after the Croſs fo bechanced to 
him, the King was charged and warned in 
his Sleep by a Vifion, to build an Abbey 
in the ſame place; which he diligently 
obſerving as a true Meſſage from Almighty 
God, ſent for Workmen into France and 
Flanders; who at their arrival were retain- 
ed, and did build and erect the ſaid Abbey 
accordingly, which the K ing cauſed to be 
furniſhed with Canons Regular, and De- 
dicated the fame in honour of the Croſs, and 
placed the ſaid Croſs moſt ſumptuouſly, and 
richly in the ſaid Abbey, there to remain 
as à moſt renowned Monument; and ſo re- 

Mal- 
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mained, till the King coming to this Battle 
did bring it with him as a miraculous. and 
moſt forrunate Relique ; © notwithſtandin 


that the King, the Night before the ſaid 


Battle was in a Dream admoniſhed, that in 
any wite he ſhould not attempt to ſpoil or 
violate the Church Goods of St. CUTH- 
BERT, or any thing pertaining to that 
Holy Saint; which for that he did moſt con- 
temptuouſly and pre ſumptuouſſy diſdain and 
contemn, violating and deſtroying as mach 
as he could, the aid Goods and Lands be. 
longing to St. CUTHBERT, he was not 
only puniſhed by God Almighty by his own 
Captivity, being taken at the ſaid Battle in 


the Field, and fore wounded, having firſt 


valiantly fought; but there was alſo taken 
with him four Earls, two Lords, the Arch- 
biſhop of St. ANDREWS, one other Biſhop, 
one Knight, with many others; and in the 
ſame Battle were ſlain {even Earls of SCOT- 
LAND, beſides many Lords and Scotſmen 
to the Number in all of Fifteen Thouſand; 
as alſo by the loſs of the faid Croſs, which 
was taken upon him, and many other moſt 
excellent Jewels and Monuments which were 
brought from SCOTLAND, as his own 
Banner, and other Noblemens Ancients, which 
were. all offered at the Shrine ofSt. CU TH- 
BERT for the beautifying and adorning 
thereof; together with the Black Rood of 
SCOTLAND ( fo termed ) with Mary and 
John made of Silver, being as it were ſmoak- 
ed all over; which was placed, and ſet up 
moſt exaRly in the Pillar next St CUTH- 

BER T's 
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BERT 's Shrine, in the South Alley of the 
ſaid Abbey. Shortly after, the Prior cauſed 
a goodly and ſumptucus Banner to be made 
with Pipes of Silver to be put on a Staff 
five yards long, with a Device to take off 
and put on the ſaid Pipes ar pleaſure, and 
to be kept in a Cheſt in the Feretory, when 
they were taken down, which Banner was 
ſhewed, and carried in the ſaid Abbey on 
Feſtival and Principal Days. On the height 
of the overmoſt Pipe was a fair pretty Croſs 


af Silver, and a wand of Silver, having a 


fine wrought knob of Silver at either end, 
that went overthwart the Banner Cloath, 
whereunto the -Banner-Cloath was faſtened 
and tyed, which wand was of the thickneſs 
of a Man's Finger, having at either end a fire 
Silver Bell. The wand was faſten'd by the 
Middle to the Banner Staff hard under the 
Croſs : The Banner- Cloath was a yard broad 
and Five quarters deep, and the Bottom of 
it was indented in Five parts, and Fringed, 
and made faſt all about with Red Sill and 
Gold. Alſo the ſaid Banner Cloath was made 
of Red Velvet, on both fides fumptuoufly 
embroider'd and wrought with Flowers of 
Green Silk and Gold; and in the midſt of 
the ſaid Banner Cloath was the ſaid Holy 
Relique and Corporax-Cloath mcloſed, and 
placed therein; which Corporox-Cloath was 
covered over with White Velvet half a yard 
ſquare every way, having a Croſs of Red 
Velvet N h — over that ws. b. 
que, moſt artificially and cunningly compiled 
and framect, being W fringed . the 


edge 
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edge and Skirts with Fringe of Red Silk 
and Gold, and three fine little Silver Bell 
faſtned to the Skirts of the ſaid Banner- 
Cloath like untoSacring Bells;and fo ſu mp- 
tuouſly finiſhed, and abſolutely perfected 
was dedicated to Holy St. CUTHBRERT ; 
of intent ard purpoſe, that for the future it 
ſhould be preſented and carried to any Bat- 
tle, as Occafion ſhould ſerve, and was never 
carried and ſhewed at any Battle, but by 
the ſpecial Grace of God Almighty, and the 
Meditation of holy St. Cuthbert, it brought 
home Victory; which Banner-cloth, after 
the Diſſolution of the Abbey, fell into the 
Poſſceſſion of Dean WHITINGHAM, whoſe 
Wife, called KATHARINE, being a French 
Woman, (as is moſt credibly reported by 
Eye-witneſſes) did moſt injuriouſly burn the 
ſame, in her Fire, to the open Contempt and 

Diſgrace of all ancient and goodly Reliques. 
On the Weſt-fide of the City of DUR- 
HAM, where two Roads paſs each other, 
a moſt. notable, famous and goodly Croſs of 
Stone Work was erected, and {et up to the 
Honour of God, for the Victory there ob- 
tained in the Field of Battle, and known by 

the Name of NEVIL's Croſs, and built at 

the ſole Coſt of the Lord RALPH NEVIL, 
one of the moſt excellent and chief Perſons 
in the ſaid Battle; which Croſs had ſeven 
Steps about it, every way four ſquared, to 
the Socket wherein the Stalk of the Croſs 


did ſtand; which Socket was faſtened to a 
four ſquared broad Stone, the ſole or bot- 


tom Stone, of a great Thickneſs, viz. a 
| Yard 


Yard and a half every way; this Stone was 
one of the Steps, and the Eighth in Number. 
Alſo the ſaid Socket was faſtened with Iron 


and Lead to the ſole Stone, on every Side of 
the Corner of the Socket-ſtone, which was 


three Quarters deep, and a Yard and a 

aarter ſquare about, every way. The e- 
rected Stalk of the Croſs was in length three 
yards and half up to the Boſs, being eight 
Square all of one piece, from the Socket 


it was fixed in to the Boſs above, into the 


which Boſs the Stalk was deeply ſoddered 


with Lead and fodder. In the midſt of the 


Stalk, in every ſecond fquare, was the Ne- 


vill's Croſs, a Saltire, in a Scutcheon, being 


the Lord Nevill's Arms, finely cut out, and 


wrought upon the ſaid Stalk. And the bot- 
tom of the Stalk was ſodder'd deep in the 
hole of the ſocket with Lead and ſodder; 


and at every corner of the Socket was a P1- 
Qure of one of the Four Evangeliſts, finely 
ſet forth, and carved in Stone Maton Work. 
The Boſs at the top of the Stalk was an 
eight ſquare Stone, finely cut, and bordered 
and moſt curiouſly wrought ; and in every 
{quare,of the nether fide thereof in the Ma- 
fon Work Nevill's Crols in a Scutcheon in 
one 1 the Bull's Head having no 
Scutcheon in the next ſquare ; ſo in the ſame 
reciprocal Order about the Boſs. On the 
height of the Boſs, was a Stalk of Stone 
(being a Croſs a little higher then the reſt) 


ſodder d deeply with Lead and ſodder into 


the hole of the Boſs above, whereon was 


finely cut out, and pictur'd on both ſides of 
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the ſtalk of the ſaid Croſs, the Picture of 


our Saviour Chriſt Crucified, with his Arms 
ſtretch'd abroad, his Hands nail'd to the 


Croſs, and his Feet nail'd upon the Stalk of 


the Croſs below, almoſt a quarter of à yard 
above the Boſs, with the Picture of our 
Lady the Bleſſed Virgin Mary on one fide 
of him, and the Picture of St JOHN the 
Evangeliſt on the other fide, moſt pitifully 
lamenting, and beholding his Torments, and 
cruel Death, they both ſtanding on the 
height of the Boſs: All which Pictures 
were molt artificially and curiouſly wrought 
together, and finely carved out of one entire 


Stone, ſome parts thereof through-carved | 


Work, both on the Eaſt and Welt fides of 


the Croſs, with a Cover of Stone, likewiſe 


over their Heads, being all moſt fancly and 
curiouſly wrought together out of the ſaid 
hollow Stone; which Cover of Stone was 
cover'd over finely with Lead. Alto in to- 
ken and remembrance of the Battle of 
DUR HAM, and to the perpetual memory 
and honour of the ſaid Lord NEVILI, 
and his Poſterity for ever, it was termed 
by the Title and Name of NEVILL's Crols, 
as above ſaid: And ſo did remain conſpi— 
cuous to all Paſſengers, till the Year 1589 
in the Night time, the ſame was broken 
down and defaced by ſome lewd, contemp- 
tyous,and wicked Perſons, thereto encouraged 
(as it ſeemed ) by ſome who loved Chriſt 
rae worſe for the Crots fake, as utterly and 
{pightiully contemning all antient Ceremo- 
nes and Monuments, |

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And furthermore in the ſaid Red Hills, 
on the North fide of Nevill's Croſs, a little di- 
fant from a piece of ground called the Flaſſe, 
above a Clole lying hard by NorthChilton. 
pool, and on the North fide of the hedge 
wheye the Maids Bower had wont to be; 
where the Prior and Monks ſtanding made 
their Prayers to God with the Holy Reli- 
que of St. CUTHBERT, during the ſaid | 
Battle: And the ſaid Battle finiſhed, and | 
Vittory atchieved, there was erected by the 
ſaid Prior and Monks a Fair Crois of Wood, 
in remembrance of that Holy Relique by 
taem carried to the Battle: Which being 
fin-ly wrought, very large, and of two yards 
height, had long ſtood there, and continued, 
(by the remembrance of many now living) 
the Prior and Monks ever after in Memory 
of the faid Holy Relique, after the faid 
Victory atchieved, did in their Recreations, 
as they went and came to and from Beau, 
Repair to the Monaſtry and Abbey of 
DUR HAM, make their humble and ſolemn 
Prayers to God and Holy St. CUTHBERT, 
at the Fuot of the {aid Croſs, in 8 
Praiſe, and memory of the ſaid Victory, and 
recovery of the ſaid Battle; till it was now 
of late, within thirty five Years, ſuddenly 
defaced, and thrown down by tome lewd and 
ill diſpoted Perſons, who deſpiſed the An- 
tiquity, and Worthineſs of Monuments, after 
the ſuppreſſion of Abbeys. And the Colle- 
ction gf this memorable Antiquity was in 
the Year 1593. | |

JOHN HEMMINGBROUGH Prior of 
DURHAM, lieth buried in the South Plage, 
on the right Hand, as you go to the Reveſtry, 
under a fair Marble Stone, with his Picture 
curiouſly engraven upon it, having the twelve 
Apoſtles piQtur'd on either fide of him, fix 
South, and fix North in Braſs with other 
Imagery Work about his Head ; lying before 
the Altar of our Lady, or Houghwell's Al- 
tar, the firſt of the three Altars in the 
South Plage. 

WILLIAM EBCHESTER Prior of 
DUR HAM lyeth buried in the South Al- 
ley-Plage, on the Right Hand, under a fair 
Marble Stone, before the Lady of BOL- 
TON's Altar, with his Verſes and Epitaph 
engraven upon the ſaid Stone in Brat 
which Stone was taken thence, and laid be- 
fore the Quire Door: The aforeſaid Altar 
is the ſecond in that Plage. Over that Al- 
tar was a moſt lively and beautiful Image 
of the Picture of our Lady, fo called the 
Lady of BOLTON ; which was made to 
open with Gimmers from her Breaſt down- 
wards ; and within was wrought and pain- 
ted the Image of our Saviour, finely gilt, 


holding up his Hands, and betwixt his Hands - 


a fair and large Crucifix of Chriſt, all of 
Gold: Which Crucifix was to be taken forth 
every Good Friday, and every Man did 


creep unto it that was in the Church, at that 
time,

time; and after it was hung up again with- 
in the ſaid Image: And every princypal 
Day the faid Image was opened, that-every 
Man might fee Pictured within her, The 
Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt, moſt 
curiouſly and finely gilt; and both the ſides 
within her, very finely varniſhed with green 
Varniſh, and Flowers of Gold, a goodly 
ſight for all Beholders : And upon the Stone

And the Prior at that time called 
Prior CASTELL, renewed and rebuilt it, 
calling it the Window of the four Doctors 
of the Church, baving fix Jong, fair Lights 
of Glaſs in the upper part of the faid Win- 
dow; and therein is pictured our bleſſed Lady 
with the Picture pr our Saviour Chriſt m her 
Arms, and the Picture of Holy St. CUTH-

Apoſtles very artificially ſet forth and very 
finely gilt, containing from one Pillar to 
the other, wrought very curiouſly and arti- 
ficially in the 1aid- Stone: And on the 
height, above all theſe foreſaid ſtories from 
Pillar to Pillar, was ſet up a Border arti- 
ficially wrought in Stone, with marvellous 
fine Colours, and finely gilt, with Branches 
and Flowers, inſomuch, that the more a Man 
look'd on it, the more was his deſires to be- 
hold it, the Work was ſo curiouſly and fine- 
ly wrought in the ſaid Stone, that it could 
not have been finelier in any kind of Metal. 
And likewiſe above the height of all, upon 
the Wall ſtood the goodlieſt and moſt fa- 
mous Rnod that was in all the Land, with 
the Picture of Mary on the one fide of our 
Saviour, and the Picture of John on the 
other, with two fſplendent and gliſtering 
Arch-angells, 6ne on the one fide of Mary, 
and the other on the other fide of John.

There were two fair Holy Water Stones, 
belonging to the Abbey-Church of Durham, 
of a very fine Blue Marble; the faireſt of 
them ſtood within and oppoſite to the North 
Church Door, fixed in the Corner of the 
Pillar next adjoyning to the Lady of PIT- 
TIES Altar, on the left Hand as you turn 
into the Galiley, having overhead a fair 
Skreen of Wainſcot, finely painted with 
Blue and little gilt Stars: It was kept very 
clean, and freſh Warer always 8 a- 
gainſt Sunday Mornings, by the Bell-ringers 
or Servitors of the Church; wherein one of 
the Monks did hallow the faid Water, ear- 
ly in rhe Morning, before Divine Service.

The Monk as aſſoon as he fickneth, is 
conveyed with all his Appurtenances,orFur- 
niture from his own Chamber in the Dor— 
mitory, to another in the Farmery, or In- 
firmary, in order to his having both: fire, ard 
more convenient keeping ; no fire being al- 


lowed in the Dormitory. . 


And when his Attendants perceived that 
be could not live they ſent for the Priors 
Chaplain, who ftaid with him till he yielded 
up the Ghoſt: Then the Barber was ſent 
for, whoſe Office it was to put down the 
Cloths and to bare him, and to put on his 
Feet-ſocks and Boots, and to wind him in 
his Cowle and Habit, Thence he is imme 
diately carried to a Chamber,called theDead 
Mans Chamber, in the Infirmary, there to 
rema in till night; The Prior's Chaplain 
aſſoon as he is covey'd to the Dead Mans 
Chamber, locks the Chamber Door where 
be died, and carries the Key to the Prior. 
At Night he is removed from the Dead

buried, and a Chalice of Wax laid upon 
his Breaſt, having his blue Bed holden over 
his Grave by four Morks during the Fu- 
reral : Which Bed is due to the Barber for 
his duty aforeſaid, and his making the 
Grave.

Veſtments wherein they uſed to ſay Maſs, 
a Mitre on the Head, and a Croſier Staff in 
'the Hand, and fo laid in the Coffin, with

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a little Chalice of Silver, other Metal, or 
Wax; which Wax Chalice was gilt finely 
about the edge, and the knobs in the midſt 
of the Shank of the Chalice, and about the 
edge of the Patten or Cover, and the Foot 
of it alſo was gilded ; which Chalice was 
ſet upon his Breaſt in the Coffin, and its 
Cover nail'd down, and very ſolemn Service 
performed at the Funeral. | 
The Prior and Monks had the Horſes, 
Chariot, and all other things that came with 
the deceaſed Biſhop, ſuch things being due 
to them by Ancient Cuſtom, as appears in

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Within the Abbey Church were two 
Marble Holy-water Stones, artificially made 
and engraven, and boſs'd with hollow Boſ- 
ſes on the out · ſides thereof curiouſly wrought: 
That at the North Door was one half more 
capacious than the other at the South Door, 
both of the ſame Workmanſhip; theſe were 
taken away by Dean WHIT TINGHAM, 
and removed into his Kitchen,and employ'd 
to prophane Ules, ſtanding there during 
his Life; his Servants ſteeping their Beef 
and Salt Fiſh therein, there being a Con- 
veyance in the Bottomg to let out the Wa- 
ter, as they had when in the Church. Af- 
ter that Dean's Death the greater was re- 
moved to the lower End of the Dean's But- 
tery, where the Water Condait is ſet, and 
next unto the Wine Cellar, for the Servants 
to waſh their Pots and Cups therein before 
they ſerve them at the Table. The Foot 
of the great Holy-water Stone was laid with- 
out the. North Chureh Door, and afterwaids 

lac'd in the Earth, in LAMB's Shop the 

lack-fmith upon Framwelgate Bridge-end, 
now there to be ſeen, 

Moreover, Mrs. WHIT TINGHAM, after 
her Husband the Dean's Death took away 
the leſſer Holy-water Stone out of the Dean- 
ery Kitchen, and had it ſet in the Kitchen 
in her own Houfe, in North Baily, o te 
to the Deanery Orchard, at the Eaſt End of 
the Cathedral. She hkewiſe carried from 
the Cemrey-parth ſeveral Grave-ſtones of 
blue Marble, and other Through Stones that 
lay u pon the Priors and theMonks,when hr 
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built her ſaid Houſe in the Baily: Some 
of them are laid in the Threſholds of the 
Doors, and two great Ones did ly without 
the Doors, oppoſite to her Front; for which 
ſhe was complained of, ſo ſhe laid thoſe 
Stones without the Door, which before were 
made Wall-faſt within her Houſe. Thus 
theie Monuments erected to continue the 
Memories of gaod Men, were by her defa- 
ced and employ'd in prophane Uſes. 

In the Centery-garth, under the South 
end of the Nine Altars betwixt two Pillars 
adjoyning to the Nine Altars Door, was 4 
Song-ſchool etected for the Teaching fix 
Children to ſing for the Maintenance of 
Gods Service in the Abbey Church, who had 
their Meat and Driu.k. among the Children 
of the Almery at the Expence of the Houte : 
This School was built with the Church, and 
was neatly boarded within round about two 
yards high, znd had a Desk from one end 
of the School to the other to lay their Books 
on: The Floor was boarded for warmneſs, 
and about it long Forms faſten'd in the 
ground for the Children to fit on; and the 
Place where the Maſter did fit and teach 
was all cloſe boarded both behind and on 
each fide for warmneſs. His Office was to 
teach the {ix Children to fing, and Play on 
the Organs every Principal Day, when the 
Monks did fing their High Mais and at E- 
ven- ſong; but the Monks, when they were 
at Mattens, and Service at Midnight, did one 
of them play on the Organs themelves and

On the 20 of the Calends of March, in of E 
the Year of Chriſt 687, St. CUTHBERT Mir 
ended his Life, and was buried in Holy 10 
Illand, where he was Biſhop three Years, Poſl 
in St. Peter's Church by the Altar, in a Wh 
Grave of Stone purpoſely made for him. Ie 
Eleven Year after he was taken out of the tert 
ground the 20 of the Calends of March in rel: 
the ſame Calends he dyed, his Body was NAC 
found tate, uncorrupted, flexible, and only INI 
like one afleep,with all bis Maſs-cloths ſafe, ¶ ſudd 
and freſh as when firſt put on him: At n: 
which time they enſhrined him in a new 
Sepulcher, or Feretory, above the Pavement 
of the Church, where he ſtood a long ſpace. 

He is ſaid to be deſcended frem the Blood 
Royal of the Kings of Ireland, being Son 
of one MURIARDACH and SAFINA 
his Wife, a King's Daughter : He was e- 
ducated in the Abbey of Mailroſe, firſt under 
Eata, and then under Boiſil, who ſucceded 

ö Eata. 


Of DURHAM Ass Ex. Sr 
Eata. After Boiſil's Death he was mad 
Abbot of that Monaſtry, which he govern' 
with great care and fiacerity. He was An- 
chorite thirteen years, a Monk thirty ſeven 
Years, and Abbot fourteen Years. 
Afterwards Eardalphus Biſhop, and the 
Abbot Eadred about the Year 890, did 
carry away St. CUTHBERT's. Holy Body 
from Holy-Iſland, and fled with it Southward 
{>ven Years from Town to Town, becauſe 
of the great Perſecutions and Devaſtations 
of the DANES and other Pagans, not only 
in Northumberland, but in many other parts 
of England; and the Men of the Ifland and 
Shire when they ſaw the Body of their St. 
CUTHBERT was gone, they left their 
poſſeſſions and Goods and followed after him: 
When the Biſhop, the Abbot, and the reſt 
weary with travelling in ſuch dangers, en- 
tertain'd Thoughts of carrying the Saint into 
Ireland for his better ſecurity ; and being 
upon the Sea in a Ship, three Waves were 
miraculouſly turned into Blood, and the Ship 
ſuddenly was driven back by a Tempeſt up- 
on the Shore again; and by the Violence 
of the Winds and raging Waves it was caſt 


upon one fide, whereby the Book of the 


Holy Evangeliſts curiouſly written and a- 
dorned with Gold and precious Stones on the 
Cover, fell out of the Ship to the bottom of 
he Sea: Which diſaſter aflicting them fore, 
St, CUTHBERT appearing in a Viſion to 
HENDREDUS one of his Monks, com- 
manding them to ſearch the Shores for the 
ook loft at Sea _ miles from are 
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As they were admoniſhed they found it much 
more beautifull then before, both within 
and without, being no way inj red by the 
Salt Water, but rather poliſned by tome 
Heavenly Hand, which did not a little in- 
create their joy. They being weary with 
ſeeking the Book, and with bearing the Saints 
Body, he preſented to their Eyes a Bridle 
hanging on a Tree, and a Red Horſe run- 
ning towards them that offered himſelf to 
be bridled, to eaſe their Labour in carrying 
the Cheſt wherein St, CUTHBER T's Body 
lay. Upon which Horle they carried him 
to CRAKE MINSTER, and reſted there 
four Months with the Body, which they after- 
wards brought to CUNEAGESTRE, now 
Cheſter in the Street, Anno 887, where 
they remained „ de during the reſt 
of the DANISH War; at the End there- 
of ALDWINUS the Biſhop fled with St, 
CUTHBERT's Body to Rippon, to Ia 

it by the Body of St, WILFRID: But 
four Months after their Arrival at R I P- 
PON, the Damiſh Wars ceas'd, they in- 
tending to bring him again to CHESTER, 
and coming with him on the Eaft fide of 
DURHAM, to a Place call'd WAR DEN- 
LAWE, they could not with all their Force 
remove his Body further, it ſeeming faſt- 
ned to the Ground ; which ſtrange and un- 
foreſeen Accident produced great Admirati- 
on in the Hearts of the Biſhop, the Monks 
and their Aſſociates, whereupon they faſted 
and prayed three Days with great Devor1on, 


to know by Revelation from GOD, what 
” 
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to do with the Holy Body ; which was ſoon 
granted to them, it being revealed to EAD- 
MER, a virtuous Man, That he hould be 
carried to DUNHOLME, where he was to 
be received to a Place uf reſt: Bit being 
again in Diſtreſs, in not knowing where 
DUNHOLME lay; but as they proceeded, 
a Woman wanting her Cow, called aloud to 
a Companion to know if ſhe had ſeen her 
Cw? who anſwered aloud, She was in 
DUNHOLME ; a happy and heavenly Ec- 
cho to the diſtreſſed Monks, who thereby 
had Intelligence that theirJourney's End was 
at Hand, and the Saint's Body near it's 
reſtingPlace ; thereupon with great Joy they 
arrived with his Body at DUNHOLME, 
in the Year 997, which was a barbarous 
and rude Place, repleniſhed with nothing 
but Thorns and thick Woods, the midſt only 
excepted, where the Church now ſtands, 
which was plain and commodious för their 
Purpoſe; where they ereRed a little Church 
of Wands and Branches, wherein they laid 
the Body, till a more ſumptuous Church was 
finiſhed, wherein they might enjhrine him; 
this they eſſayed to do with all their Power, 
UTHRED King of Northumberland aſſiſt- 
ing them, and cauſed the Country People to 
cut down theWood and Thorn-Buſhes which 
moleſted them; and fo made all the Place 
where the City now ſtands, habitable and fit 
to erect Buildings upon; which gave great 
Encouragement to Aldwinus the Biſhop to 
haſten the finiſhing of this Church ; — — |

Alto in the Cieling of this Cloyſter is pain- 
ted or cut in the Wainſcot, the Arms of 
many Biſhops, Noblemen, Knights, and other 
Men of Worſhip, who had liberally beſtowed 
Gifts on the Church. I 

There was a Godly Ceremony practiced 
by the Prior, and Monks, every Maundy 
Thurſday, viz. The Thurſday before Eaſter, 
Eighteen aged poor men were appointed to 
come to the Cloyſter that Day, having their 
_ M Pest 
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Feet firſt clean waſhed, there to remain till 
the Prior and theConvent ſhould come;which 
was about nine of the Clock or thereabout,, 
they fitting between the Parlour Door and 
the Church Door, on a long Form, which 
ſtood always in the Church beyond the Ve- 
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ſtry door, and was only brought out into 
the Cloyſter on Maundy Thurſday. The 


Prior and Convent being come, ſome Prayers 


being firſt ſaid, one of the Prior's Servants 
brought a Ba ſon full of clean Water, and 
the Prior did waſh the poor mens Feet 
one after another with his own hands, and 
dryed them with a Towell, and kiſſed their 
Feet. Which finiſhed he liberally beſtowed 
thirty pence in money on each of them, 
and ſeven red Herrings a piece, and ſerved 
them himſelf with drink. and three Loaves 
of Bread, and certain Wafer-cakes. And the 
Office being over,the Form was removed to 
its Place again, for men to fit upon in time 
of Divine Service, ſince the Diſſolution of 
the houſe it was placed under the Te 
Deum Window, and the Clock. | 

Ar going out of the Cloyſters, through an 
Entry into the Deanery, at the Top of the 
Stairs, behind the Door called the U- 
ſher Door, on the Right Hand behind 
the ſaid Door, is another Door 
going into the Regiſter, wherein certain 
old written Books of the Records and Evi- 
dences of the Monaſtical Houſe of DUR- 
HAM did lye; as allo a Copy of the Foun- 
dation of Greatham Hoſpital, which was al- 


nn funden., 
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and there to be found, ſhould any misfortune 


happen to the ſaid Foundation of Greatham 
Hojpital. The Keeper of the ſaid Regiſter- 
houſe was called George Baites; he was 
alto Clerk of the Feretory at that time. It 
was always the Regiſter-houſe, till TOBIAS 
MATHEW Dean of DUR HAM removed 
it into the Parlour, lately mentioned. 


The South Allcp of the Cloyſters. 


On the South fide of the Cloyſters, was 
faſtned to the Wall at the fide of the Cloy- 


ſter Door, a Seat, having four Feet and a 


back of Wood, and was boarded anderfoot for 
warmth ; on this the Porte: was ſeated to 
keep the Cloyſter Door. The laſt Porter 
was EDWARD PATTISON. From the 
ſaid Stool weſtward on the South fide, was 
a fair, long Bench of Stone, almoſt to the 
Frater-houſe Door, whereon were ſeated 
certain Children in a row, the whole length 
of the ſame upon Maundy Thurſday, it 


ſeeming intended for that pore The 


whole Convent of Monks had each a Poy 
aſſigned him, whoſe Feet he was to waſh 
and dry with a Towell, and every Monk 
then kiſſed the Feet he had aden and 
gave to each Child thirty pence in Money, 
ſeven red Herrings, three I oaves of Bread 


and to each Boy a Wafer-cake, the Monk, 


ſerving every Child with Drink themſelves; 
and this Godly Ceremony thus ended, after 
certain Prayers faid by the Prior and _— 


— 
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Convent, they all departed in a good De- 
votion. At the end of the ſaid Bench adjoy- 
ning to the Frater-houſe Door was a fine 
Almery fixed to the Wall, and another 
on the other fide of the Door ; the forepart 
of the Almeries was through-carv'd Work, 
to admit Air to the Towells, and three 
Doors in the forepart of each Almery,and a 
Jock on each Door, to which every Monk had 
a Key, to dry their Hands with the Towells 
when they waſhed and went to Dinner. This 
Stool and Bench TOBIAS MATHEW 
Dean of PURHAM cauſed to be taken 
down, and made as plain as the reſt of the 


Floor of the Cloyſters. 


The Fzater⸗houſe. 


In the South Alley of the Cloyſten, is 
a large Hall, called the FR AT E R- 
HOUSE, finely wainſcotted on the North 
and South fides ; and in the Weſt and Ne- 
ther Part thereof is a long Bench of Stone, 
in Maſon-work, from the Cellar Door to 
the Pantry or Cove Door; above the Berch 
is Wainſcot Work two Yards and a half 
high, finely carved, and ſet with imbois'd 
Work in Wainſcot,and gilded under the car- 
ved Work. Above the Wainſcat was 4 
large Picture of our Saviour CHRIST, the 
bleſſed Virgin MARY, and St. JOHN, in 
fine gil Work, and moſt excellent Colours, 
which Pictures having been waſhed ove!

At the Eaſt End of the Frater-houſe 
ſtood a fair Table with a Skreen of V Vain» 
ſcot over it, being kept all the reſt ef the 
Year, for the Maſter of the Novices, the E- 


le&s, and the Novices to dine and ſup at, ha- 


ving their Meat ſerved to them in at the 
Dreſſer- window from the great Kitchen, and 
their Drink out of the great Cellar. 


At theſe times the Maſter obſerved theſe 
wholſome and Godly Orders, for the conti- 


nually inſtructing theirYouth in Virtue and 
Learning; That is, one of Novices appoin- 


ted by the Maſter read ſome part of the 


Old and New Teſtament in Latin, during 
Dinner, baving a convenient place at the 
South end of the High Table, within a fair 
Glaſs Window, encompaſ{”d with Iron, and 
certain Stone Steps, with Iron Rails to go 
up to an Iron Desk, whereon lay the Holy 


Bible, which Reading being ended, the 


Maſter toll'd a Silver Bell hanging over his 


Head, thereby giving Notice to one of the 
Novices to come to the High Table and tay 
Grace, and that ended, they. departed to

Within the Cloyſter garth over againſt the 


Frater houſe Door, was a fair Laver or 
Conduit, for the Monks to waſh their Hands 
and Faces at, being in form round, cover'd 
with Lead, and all of Marble,excepting the 
outer wall, within which they might walk 
about the Laver, which had many ſpouts 
of Braſs, with twenty four Brazen Cocks a- 
bout it, with ſeven VVindows of Stone 
VVork in it, and above, a Dovecoat covered 
with Lead ; the VVorkmanſhip both fine 
and coſtly ; and adjoyning to he Eaft fide 
of the Conduit Door hung a Bell to call the 
Monks at eleven of the Clock, to come and 
waſh before Dinner; having in the Cloſets 
or Almeries on each fide of the Frater-

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houſe Door, in the Cloyſters, Towells kept

In the North fide of the Cloyſters; from

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The Weſt Alley of the Clopſters. 
In the Weſt Alley of the Cloyſters, a little 


to the South of the Dormitory Door, un- 
derneath the ſame;and adjoining to the Stairs 
that go up to it, is a ſtrong Houſe called 
the Treaftry, where all the Treaſure of 
the Monaſtical Houſe was depoſited, having 
a ſtrong Door and two Locks upon it. In 
the midſt of the ſaid Houſe was a ſtrong 
Grate of Iron ſixed in the Ground Work, 
and in the Roof, and faſtned in each Wall 
the Breadth of the Houſe, being ſo faſt as 
not to be eaſily broken; in the midſt of the 
Grate was an Iron Door of the ſame Work- 
manſhip with the Grate, with a ftrons 

Lock, and two great Slots of Iron to ede. 
it ; and within the Grate was a ſour- ſquare 
Table covered with green Cloth, for the 
telling their Money. Within this Treaſury 
alſo were kept the beſt Evidences of the 
Houſe, and the Chapter Seal; as alſo, the 
Evidences of ſeveral Gentlemens Lands in 
the Country, who thought them ſafer, than 
in their own Cuſtody, in three great Cheſts 
well lock'd in the ſaid Treaſury; 


while now of late it is altered, their 
Treaſure and Money being kept in a ſtrong 
Houſe over the Eaſt Gates of the Abbey in 
the South Bally, now called the Exchequer 
but in the faid old Treaſury 
Chapter Seal is ſtill kept.

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Over againſt the {aid Treaſury Houſe 
Door was a fair Stall of Wainſcot, where the 
Novices werE taught; and their Maſter had 
a pretty Seat of Wainſcot upon the South- 
fide of the Treaſury-Houſe Door, oppoſite to 
the Stall where the Novices ſtudied. 'There 
he inſtructed them, both Forenoon and Af- 
ternoon, no Strangers or other Perſon being

A little South of the Treaſury is a con- 
venient Room, wherein is eſtabliſhed the 
Song- ſchool, for the Inſtraction of Boys, 
for the Uſe of the Quire; the Song- ſchool 
in the South Iſle of the Lanthorn, being de- 
cently furniſhed with a reading Desk, con- 
venient Seats, and all other laudable De-

the upper End of the Table, as Chief; and 
they had their Meat ſerved from the Great 
Kitchen in at the Dreſſer Window, and 
brought through the- Frater-houſe; the ſaid 
Kitchen ſerved both the Prior and the whole 
Convent, ba ving two Windows into the Fra- 
ter-houſe, One a great One for Principal 
Days, the other not ſo large for every Day. 
At the Greeſe Foot was another Door, lea- 
ding into the great Cellar or Buttery, where 
all the Drink ſtood that ſerved the Prior 
and the whole Convent of Monks. 

This Loft, ſince the Diſſolution of the 
Monaſtry, was made the Dining Room of 
the Fifth Prebendaries Houſe, at preſent 
poſſeſſed by the Rev. Jonathan Hall, D. D. 

The Monks were accuſtomed every Day 
after Dinner, to go through the Cloyſters, 
in at the Uſher's Door, and ſo through the 
Entry under the Priors Lodgings into the 
Centery-garth, where the Monks were buri- 


ed, where they all ſtood barebeaded a good 


ſpace, 1 among the Tombs and 
Throughs, for the Souls of their Brethren bu- 


ried there, and when they had done their 


Prayers, they returned to the Cloyſter, and 
ſtaid till three of the Clock, that they went 
to Even-ſong. This was their daily Practice

after Dinner, 
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The Monks were the only Writers of the 
Ads, and Deeds of the Biſhops, and Priors 
of the Church of DURHAM, and of the 
other Chronicles and Hiſtories : They like- 
wiſe recorded other moſt valuable things 
as what Acts, what Occurrences,what Mira- 
cles were performed every Year, and in 
what Month; being always virtuouſly em- 

loy'd, and never Idle, but either in writing 
goad & godly Works, or ſtudying the Holy 
Scriptures, to the ſetting forth the Honour 
of God, and the 3 the People, as well 
in Example of good Life and Converſation, 


as by Preaching the Word of God. Such 


were the Labours of Monks and Religious 
Men in Antient Times. 


The Common Houſe. 


On the Right Hand at going out of the 


Cloyſters into the Infirmary, was the Com- 
mon Houſe; and a Maſter thereof, it being 
inſtituted to have a Fire conſtantly by Day 
in Winter, for the Uſe of the Monks, who 


were allowed no other Fire, but the Maſters 


and Officers of the Houſe had their own e- 
veral Fires: A Garden and Bowling Alley 
belonged to the ſaid Houle, towards the Wa. 
ter, for the Novices ſometimes to recreate. 
themſelves, leave being firſt granted, their 
Maſter attending to ſee. to their good Or- 
der. In this Houſe once in the Year, be- 
tween Martinmas and Chriſtmas, the Ma- 
ſter of it kept his, O Sapientia, a * 

| their 
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Eſtates, Noble, Gentle, or what other 2 


Banquet, at which the Prior and Convent 


were entertain'd with Face R afiris, with 


Ale and Cakes ; but not to ſupetfluity or ex- 
ceſs, being only a Moderate Scholaſtical Con- 


gratulation among themſelves. 


The Jnkrmary. 


Within the Infirmaty underneath the Ma. 
er's Lodge was a ſtrong Prifon, called the 
Lying-houlſe, ordained for great Offenders ; 
As, for Monks guilty of Felony or Adultery, 
they were impriſoned in Chains a hel 
Year, without Company, except that of the 
Maſter of the Infirmary in letting dowh 
their Meat through a Trap-door, by a Cord, 
being yet a fiteat diſtance from the pri- 
ſoners. But if any of the Temporal Men 
belonging to the Houſe offended in the Pre- 
miſes, they were puniſhed by the Tempor- 
al Law. 


The Gueſt⸗Hall. 


A Famous Houſe of Hoſpitality Wis kept 


within the Abbey garth of DURHAM, 
called the Gueſt-Hall, and is fituate on 
the Weſt-fide towards the Water, the Ter- 
rer of the Houſe being Maſter thereof, 1 
one appointed to give Entertainment to a 
fee ſoever tame thither as Strangens : Their 
titertainment not beibg inferior * 
ace 


— 
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Place in England, both for the Goodneſs of 
their Diet, the ſweet and dainty Furniture 
ot their Lodgings, and generally all things 
Neceſſary for Travellers; and with all this 
Entertainment, no Man was required to de- 
part, while he continued of huneſt, and good 

ehaviour. | 

This Hall is a goodly, brave Place, not 
unlike the Body of a Church, ſupported on 
each fide by very fair Pillars, 5 in the 


midit of the Hall a large Range for the 


Fire. The Chambers and Lodgings belonging 
to it were moſt ſweetly kept, and rich 

furniſhed, that were very pleaſant to ly 1n, 
eſpecially one- Chamber, called the King's 


Chamber, well deſerving that Name; for 


the King himſelf might very well lye in it, 
ſuch was the Princelyneſs thereof. 

The Victuals that ſerved the Gueſts came 
from the Great Kitchen of the Priors, the 
Bread and Beer from his Pantry, and Cellar: 
If they were of Honour,they were ſerved as 
Honourably as the Prior himſelf, otherwiſe 
according to Qualities. | 

The Terrer had certain Men appointed 
to wait at his Table, and to attend upon 
his Gueſts and Strangers ; and for their bet- 
ter Entertainment, he had evetmore a Hogs- 
head or two of Wines reſerved in a Cellar 
pertaining to the ſaid Hall, 

The Prior, ( whoſe Hoſpitality was ſuch 
as that, in reality, there was no need of the 
Gueſt-Hall, but that the Convent was defi- 
rous to abound in all Liberal, and Free 
Alms givings) kept a moſt Honourable

men and Yeomea of the beſt in the Country, 
and the nice Service of his Houle deſerved 
no leſs ; to great were the Liberalites and 


Benevolences of his Houſe keeping, fo that 


conſtant Relief and Alms were daily free, 
not only to the Poor of the City, but to 
thoſe of the Country about. 

The Lord Prior had two Porters, one at 
the Hall Door, called ROBERT SMITH, 
the other at the Uſher Door, at going from 
the great Chamber to the Church, called 
ROBERT CLARK; which two were the 
laſt Porters to the laſt Prior. 8 

There were certain poor Children, called 
the Children of the Almery, who only were 
educated in Learning and relieved with the 
Alms and Benevolence of the whole Houſe, 
having their Meat and Drink in a Loft on 
the North ſide of the Abbey-gates, before 
the Suppreſſion of the ſaid Houſe; which 
Loft had a long Porch over the Stair-head 
flated ouer; & at each ſide of the ſaid porch 


was a Stair to go up to the Loft, & aStable un- 


derneath it, and a Door into it, under the Stair 
head, to go into the ſaid Stable. This E- 
difice, at the Suppreſſion of the Houſe, be- 
came Mr. STEPHEN MARLE L's Lod- 
ging; Soon after the Suppreſſion he alter d 
it, and took down the Porch and Stairs 
that went up to the Loft, and made a Kit- 
chen where the Stable was, and his But- 
tery above where the Loft was. The ſaid 
Children went to School at the ! 
School without the Abbey-Gates, which 

was 
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was founded. by the Priors of the Abbey, at 
the Charges of the Houſe. The laſt School- 


maſter was Sir ROBERT HAR T- 
BURNE, who continued Maſter to the 


eee of the Houſe; and the faid 


Maſter was bound to ſay Maſs twice in the 
Week at MAG DALEN's Chapple, near 
KEPIER, and once in the Week at K I M- 
BLESWOR TH. Alfo the Meat and Drink 
theſe Children had, was what the Monks 


and Novices with their Maſter had left, it 


was carried in at a Door adjoyning to the 
great Kitcheh Window into a little Vault at 
the Weſt-end of the Frater-houſe, like a 
Pantry, called the Covie, kept by a Man, 
within it was a Window, at which ſome of 
the Children receivd the Meat and Drink 
of the ſaid Man, called the Clerk ot the 
Covie, out of the Covie or Pantry Window, 
and carried it to the Loft; which Clerk 
waited on them at every Meal to keep good 


Order. 


There were four aged Women who lived 


in the Infirmary, without the South Gates 
of the Abbey of DURHAM, each having 


her ſeveral Chamber to lye in, being ſup- 
lyed and fed only with the Relief that came 
3 the Priors own Table. Viet 
In the Infirmary was a Chappel, where 
the School-Maſter of the Infirmary (having 
his Chamber and School above it) or ſome 
other Prieſt for him, was appointed to ſay 
Maſs to theſe aged Women, every Holy- 
day and Friday. .

was o maſſy, that he could not go up- 
right with it, unleſs his Gentlemen, who at 


other Times bore up his Train, ſupported 


it on every ſide, whenever he had it on; 
he had his Croſier Staff in his Hand, which 
was of Silver double gilt, and a rich Mi- 
tre on his Head: Alſo that Holy Relique 
St. BEDE's Shrine was carried in the Pro- 
ceſſion, by four Monks upon their Shoul- 
ders; and other Monks carried about with 
them in the {aid Proceſſion, ſeveral Holy 
Reliques, as the Pictute of St. OS WAL, 


of Silver gilt, and St. MARGARET's Crois 
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of Silver double gilt. The Proceſſion came

Torches ſtood pertaining to the Banners. 
In St. Nicholas Church was a goedly 
Shrine, called Corpey Chriſti Shrine, appoin- 
ted to be carried the ſaid Day in Proceſſion; 
this Shrine was finely gilt, on the heighy 
thereof was a four Square Box of Chryſtal, 
wherein was incloted the Holy Sacrament 
of the Altar. It was carried the ſame Day 
by four prieſts up to the palace-Green, the 
whole proceſſion of all the Churches in the 
Town going before it; and when it was 
brought a little ſpace within Windiſhole- 
gate, it ſtood ſtill, when St. CUTHBERT's 
Banner with two good ly fair Croſſes were 
brought out to meet it, and the Prior ard

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The Maſter of the Feretory's Chamber 
was in the Dormitory, his Office was, when 
any Man of Honour, or Worſhip was diſpo- 
led to offer their Prayers to God, and to 
St. CUTHBERT, or to offer any thing to 
his ſacred Shrine, if they requeſted to have, 
it drawn, or to ſee it; then the Clerk of 
the Feretory (called GEORGE BATES) 
| Notice to his Maſter, the Vice-Prior, 
1 0 of the Feretory: Then the ſa id 
Maſter brought the Keys of the Shrine, 8 
ving them to the Clerk to open it ; his Of- 
fice then was to ſtand by and ſee it drawn,

CUTHBER T's Banner, and theſe Anci- 
ents of the Noblemen of SCOTLAND 
were ſoon clearly defaced, that the Memo- 


ry of that Victory ſhould be obliterated* 


in the Monaſtical Church of Durham, St. 
CUTHBER T's Banner had been at other 
Places; it was thought to be one of the 
moſt magnificent Reſin of any in Eng- 


land; and was not carried out, but upon 


ee Days, in general Proceffions, as 


aſter-day, Aſcenftion-day, Whitiunday, 
Corpus Chriſti Day, and St. CUTHBER T's 
Day, and fome other Feſtival Days. It was 
ſet up at the Eaſt End of the Shrine being 
ſo weighty : Whenever it was borne, it 
was the Clerk's Office to wait on it with 
hisSurplice on, with a fair red painted Staff 
having a fork or cleft at the upper end there- 
of which cleft was lined wi ſoft Silk ha- 
ving a Down under the Silk, to prevent 
hurting and bruifing the Pipes of the Ban- 
ner, which were of Silver, to take it down 
and raiſe it up again, by reaſon of the 
Weightineſs thereof, There were always 
four Men to wait upon it befides the Clerk, 
and the Man who carried it. 
There was allo a ſtrong Girdle of white

Notice thereof to the Prior, and be was 
ſoon ſent to OX FORD, there to learn and 
ſtudy Divinity, and the reſidue of the 
Novices were kept at their Books, till they 
could underſtand their Service and theScrip- 
tures ; and at ſeven Years did they fing 
their firſt Maſs ; and from thence the Houle 
was no longer charged with finding them

Strife ſhould be within the Houſe. He had 
in his Cuftody all the Lord Prior's Plate 
and Treaſure, as well for delivering it out, 
as receiving it again. He was alſo to diſ- 
charge and pay all the Gentlemen, Yeomen, 
and all other the Servants and Officers of the 


Lord Prior's Houſe their Wages,and to diſ- 


charge all other Reckonings of the Houſe 
whatſoever. His Chamber was adjoyning to 
the Priors Chamber. 

All theſe Monks were in theſe Offices 
when the Houſe was ſuppreſſed.
